was scarcely ten; Wleland knew Latin 
at seven, meditated an eptc poem nt 
thirteen, nnd nt sixteen published his 
poem, “Die Vollkommenste Welt.” 
Schiller was only nineteen when ho 
wrote “Rnuher.” Victor Hugo com¬ 
posed “Irtumene” nt fifteen. Tope 
wrote his odo to solitude ut twelve, 
and Byron published verses at eight¬ 
een. Moore translated “Annrreon” at 
thirteen. Meyerbeer ut five played ex¬ 
cellently on the piano. Claude Joseph 
Vernet drew very well at four, and at 
tweuty was a celebrated pninter. At 
thirteen Wren Invented an astronom¬ 
ical Instrument, nnd offered It to his 
father with a Latin dedication. 

Raphael was fnnjous at fourteen. 
Beethoven composed three sonatas at 
thirteen. Klchorn, Mozart nnd Eybler 
gave concerts at stx.
